4.—Making Obedience Easy 


Tf a habit of obedience is to be built up, first of all study 
your child. Know what he thinks and how he reacts. 

Give few well-thought-out commands and see that they 
are fullilled; a command worth carrying out. Avoid over- 

" correction and an autocratic manner; children are as quick 
» to resent domination as adults. 

Gain the child’s attention, then. make the directions clear 
and simple and, if possible, explain the reason for the Tequest. 
The child who has learned by experience to expect only 
reasonable requests will be prepared to act in ah emergency 
when immediate response may bea vital matter. 

Gain the child’s interest, show him the value of the desir- 
ed action, be interested in his accomplishment and in the 
outcome. 


Make requests positive instead of negative—“Do” rather 
than “Do not.” Give a suggestion which will draw the 
child’s interest away from the forbidden act and focus it on 
semething else. 


Consider promises carefully before making’ them. Once 
they are made keep them or explain the reason for failure 
to doso. Do not break trust. 


Be consistent; have one set of rules. .Do not allow at 
one time what is forbidden at another. \n this way the 
child will know what to expect. 


Be gen-rous with praise and appreciation§of effort. Too 
ofterchildren receive attention only when they disobey. 
Let them learn to obey because the request is reasonably 
and because compliance brings pleasure and approbation, 
rather than for material reward. 


Above all things expect obedience. Don’t let the child 
feel that you are uncertain as to his response or that you 
are sure he will disobey. Everyone likes to live up to what 
is expected of him—particularly the child. He may as 
easily live up to your pride and confidence in him as to his 
reputation of being the most undisciplined little seamp in 
the neighborhood.

‘Old, Moore's almanac, probably the } 
best known,’ predicts wars and ru: | 


mors of wars throughout the world, 
Industrial unrest will occur at inter- 
vals, The political parties in Britain 
will undergo startling and unexpected 
changes with at least one big upheaval 
Ukely to set Britain in a ferment. 

Western nations are urged to guard 
against the awakening o# China, with 
{ts consequent reaction on the oriental 
temperament. 

To Be Five Eclipses. 

In the first of the fiveeclipses which 
occur during the year, three of the sun 
and two of the moon, it fs predicted 
that every effort will be made to bring 
about the fall of the British govern- 
ment and to Involve Britain in war- 
fare. Political enterprise ‘from Rome 
will endanger the peace of Europe, 
the forecasters say, and the Mediter- 
tanean basin will becomé-a_gesthing 
eauldron by the first week in August.

The falling of the fourth eclipse or 
the horoscope of Mussolini is a final 
warning to the projector of the Ro- 
man empire, it is predicted. Musso- 
lint {s told to beware of France. 
There is a\sign of. active hostilities 
from Rome eastwards, This will be 
followed by a greut earthquake, Enu- 
Tope wHl face many exchange prob- 
lems, and Britain will be no exception. 

Danger to London {s predicted in 
the final eclipse. There will be great 
alarm among the inhabitants and @ 
hasty exodus. The city will be under 
a “cloud” greater and more distress- 
ful than the worst of its historic fogs. 
The people will have to face great 
hardships in regard to food supplies 
and transport service of all kinds, 

Some compensations are offered The 
people. will become more sober, while 
religious effort will receive a good 
deal of encouragement. Good weather 
is predicted. 

As a final warning. however, old 
Moore foreshadows the spread of Rus- 
sian propaganda fn India and China.

Storms and Floods, ‘ 

He predicts floods, earthquakes and 
widespread death and disaster early in 
the year, to be followed by a crescen- 
do"of disaster at the year end. De- 
cember will be marked by great 
Storms, and devastating earthquakes, 
affecting America, France and Europe. 
Britain will be faced by the danger 
of a great mining disaster. 

March brings news of wars and dec- 
larations of war. Mussolini may be 
endangered, the almanac states, while 
fascism is likely to fall as a house of 
‘cards. A fearful fire and a railway 
accident, hurricanes, and ‘selsmic 
shocks will follow, 

Sickness, labor revolts, a great 
spread of drug victims and other forws 
of vice, a wave of crime and an out 
break of pests of various sorts, are 
also predicted in the new year.

5.—Why Children Lie ea th 


Altpough deliberate lying, misrepresénting the facts of the 
‘|ease, and tendencies to “‘make belié¥e,’’’ " sometiznes ” with 
marked elaborations, are. extremely common ‘in children, 
these deviations’from absolu:e truth are much Yeas Well “de- 
fined as abnormal conduct than stealing. Lying: ‘ig almost 
universally connected with stealing as a means “of ‘defense, 
an effort on the part of the child to avoid the humiliation 
of confession and subsequent punishment. It’ is’ exactly 
what one would expect the child tu do in his effort to pro- 
tect himself. Successful lying which goes undetected ‘gives 
the child, consciously or unconsciously, a sehse ‘of power 
and satisfaction owing to the fact that he had attained 
his end by his effort, This is especially true with the group 
of misrepresentaiions that are conscidusly utilized’ to cover 
up other misdemeanors. x 


The most visious type of lying is that usually’ ‘prompted| 
by jea‘ousy or by resentment toward shembers of the family 
orintimate‘ccuaintances. This migtit be termed slanderous 
lying, the object of which is to rhisrepfesent or place in an 
uncomfortable situation the’ individtial about whom the| 
lies are told. 


Less offensive and not particularly sérious is ‘thelying of 
the child who is inclined to “put himself across”- in’ a’ big 
way by exaggerating his achievements. Fabrication’ which 
tend to reflect to the credit of the child are normal mental 
processes in early life. Many children live in atnakeé-believe 
‘world, and parents are apt to'interpret the child’s’: descrip- 
‘tions of his dream word a8 deliberate lying. But the whole 
motive is quite different, and except for making*the child 
understand that he is not dealing with the real “wotid and 
that everyone to whom he tells thé tales understantis ‘that 
fact too, nothing need be done.

Child Management

9.—The Child Who Steals 


{ 


Stealing is 1 harsh word to apply to the acts of'thildren. 
It is associati d so closely with; criminal career and one ‘so 
naturally thinks of jails and prisons, highwaymen ‘and ‘rob- 
bers that childhood and this type of delinquency seen almost 
*acompatible. 

On the other hand, problems are never solved by :dodg- 
ing the issue. ‘‘Of course, we don’t consider it . stealing 
Johnny takes things belonging :o me or to othac members of 
the family,” said one motner in defense of her 8-year-old 
boy, and another mother argue. that “taking food or pen- 
nies is not considered pilfering.”” Sometimes :the juvenile 
offender is acquitted by the pai ent on the ground.that “he 
does it in such « cute way” or ‘hat “he is so unselfish—he 
never uses for himself the thin,» he takes but always gives 
them away,’ or ‘“‘you can’t expcct a child so young tu under- 
stand what he ix doing.” 


These are cnly a few of th: numerous.exeuses-by which 
parents permit themselves to be deceived. Steuling.must be 
considered stealing as soon as the child has developed. men- 
tally and socially to the point where he is capable .of dif- 
ferentiating his property rights from those of..the: people 
with whom he comes in contact It must not. be forgotten 
that most children are warned at an early age-that such 
acts are against the wishes of their parents without .being 
given any appreciation of the social code called honesty. In| 
auch cases the act of stealing is nothing more than-disobedi-/} 
ence and must be treated as such. 


Children naturally absorb from the environment in 
which they are living a teadency to conform with ¢thesocial 
customs of that environment, and they ean alsogivean in- 
telligent reason why such social customs are enforced. When 
a child reaches this stage in his development he :must be 
held re:ponsible for his conduct. and it is grossly:unfair | for 
parents to minimize its significance by refusing to :face the 
issue.

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WAS DANIEL BOONE FOOLED? 


When Daniel Boone, in 
1775 to 1790 led pioneer set- 
lers into Kentucky he believed 
he was citing them to the 
garden spot of the world, for 
richness of soil and a_balanc- 
ed or salubrious climate. At 
any rate the restless citizens 
of the Carolinas and Virginia 
took him seriously, believing 
that he had watched carefully 
the weather as to rain fall, 
tempatures, etc. Here he 
appears to have been negli- 
gent. Daniel had evidently 
pulled up a number of sap- 
lings and examined the dark 
and vigorous dirt clinging to 
the roots, then after a few 
acres of clearings for an ex- 
perimenta plot, ia which a 
handsome return was shown 
from a ’tater patch or two, he 
grabbed his rifle and whistled 
up his dog to start for settles 
This hasty conc'usion of. his, 
led to the Wilderness Trail 
being constructed through 
the forest and all the 
hundreds of thousands of sore 
footed men, women and chil- 
dren wabbled into Kentucky 
to find a home. In the course 
of time (a very brief time) 
these settlers multiplied and 
the reputation of Kentucky 
soils went abroad. In the 
last hundred years, this repu- 
tation on two crops alone 
have made her famous—blue- 








den spot. 
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grass and tobacco. 

In the last few years it has 
been developed that even 
Kentucky did nof hold the 
trump card for a tobacco cli- 
mate. It has been proved by 
a number of winnings in the 
tobacco shows of Lexington 
that East Tennessee and 


(Southwest Virginia Burley 


Tobacco had superior quality 
over Kentucky. Experts 
claim that Kentucky has only 
two normal tobacco seasons 
out of five. While East 
Tennessee and Southwest 
Virginia bas three normal 
seasons out of five. 

Now comes the figures from 
the Weather Bureau that 
Kentucky bluegrass seasons 
are short and wabbly. That 
inatwenty year period 36 
dry spells must come on her 
pasture fields with less than 
three inches of rain in thirty 
days.

OID SUPREME 


Radio reception is so well 
thought of in Fairfield, Iowa 
that the city council has pass- 
ed an ordinance imposing a 
thirty-day sentence upon any- 
one found guilty of knowingly 
causing interference. 

Thus far, however, the 
drastic measure hag not been 
used, and the prospect of any- 
one doing time for spoiling 
someone else’s radio reception 
appears remote. 





The ordinance provides 
that it shall be unlawful for 
janyone to operate “any in- 
strument, device or machine 
of any kind  whitsoever 
which causes electrical inter- 
ference with radio reception 
between 12 o’clock noon and 
12 o'clock ‘midnight, except 
only such as may be neces: 
sary in making X-ray pictures 
of physical injuries.” 

Believed to be the first of 
its kind in the country, the 
measure has attracted wide 
attention. Inquiries from 
more than fifty cities in 
twenty states have been re- 
ceived by the city clerk for 
copies of the ordinance. 

The measure, sponsored by 
Mayor Harley Carter and by 
members of the city c uneil, 
the maj rity of whom do not 
own radio sets, was passed 
after considerable complaint 
had been made that persons 
were operating motors, bat- 
tery chargers and other ma- 
chines'c wusing radio interfer- 
ence at any time of the day 
or night. 

It wis found that virtually 
all the interference could be 
eliminated by the use of shock 
evils, condensors, mufflers, 
eic., which could easily be 
attached. 

As soon as it was announc- 
ed that the ordinance was 
passed heads of factories and 
others equipped their appli- 
ances to comply with it and 
assured the mayor and coun:

NEW. MOUNTAINS 
FOUND IN’SIBERIA 


Great. Range 690 Miles Long 
| Hitherto Unknown. 


ton.— A gteat . mountaln 

sger than the Caucasians, 
has been discovered by Russian ex- 
-plorers. in an almest unknown terrl- 
tory In Sibera, hitherto belleved to be 
| nothing more, than ¢ rolling plain, ac- 
| cording to information Just received 
here. 
| 1, Mes tn northeastern Yakutsk, a 
| tttle known region contalaing unex- 
plored areas larger than France. 

The district was found to be moun- 
tafnous and to be part of @ great 
range that trends from the Arctic 
coast, east of Lena river, southward 
and eastward. 

This .range, with an estimated 
length of more than 600 miles and a 
greater width of nearly 200 miles. Is 
perhaps the iast great mountain range 
| of the world that had remained un- 
| discovered. It has been named In hon- 
jor of M, Cherskl, a Russtan geologist 
| who explored parts of Siberla, 
| Where jt Is cut through by Indigirka 
river the Cherskl range comprises 
nine mountain chains, whose highest 
summits reach more thun 10,000 feet. 
The party passed some of the gorges 
by. rafting | down the. river but found 
others impassable and had to make 
| long detours over the mountains. 

. Because of the unexpected rough- 
ness of the district the exploration 
| consumed much more time than was 
| antlelpated and the party was over 
| taken by heavy snow before returalng. 





| Ranks Farm Children 
* Above Those City Bred 


Wellington, N. Z—Farm children ; 
are euperior to clty-reared children, 
says a national report on a survey of 
the physical growth and mental at- 
tainment of the boys and girls of New 
Zealand. Superiority of farmers’ ehil- 





dren was most pronounced at the age 
of thirteen. 

‘The survey included 20,000 town and 
country children ranging in age from 
ten to fourteen, and, was carried out 
by Dr. 
health department's division of school 
hygiene, and Dr. FE. Marsden, assistant 
director of edacation. 

Grouping the bors snd girls fn ac- 
cordance with the fathers’ occupations, 
the Investizitors ascertained that the 
children of the farmers were tallest 
being closely followed by those of pro- 
fessional men, Regarding weight, ft 
was shown that farmers’ children 
were markedly heavier than the aver 
age, the difference Increasing with 
age, while the children of professional 
men, though above the average ‘to 
helght, showed no excess in welght. 

Total result of the survey showed 
that the aversge height and average 
weight of children of good mental at- 
tainment were greater than fn the 
case of those of inferior ability.

H 11.— Why Do Some Children Steal? 


‘~ In some cases stealing is a child’s way of “getting even.” 


Mary was an apathetic but friendly little girl who vigorously 
denied, even before the subject, was broached, the thétts*of 
which she was-accused. She did not have to' be‘prompted 
-to discuss her interest, her play life, and the ‘movies’ which 
she occasionally attended. . She said that~she ~hated-'dolls, 
liked to play ball, and enjoyed the play life‘‘on:’ the street: 


not difficult to see that: she was far {rom happy. Just before 


the interview was ended the child returned to'the matter of 


stea‘ing, stating quite openly and frankly - that’ she ‘had 
stolen. Without being questioned she confided, “Nobody 
likes me. I don’t know why. The girls don’t ike mes they: 
knock me down and tease me. I stole only: fron the people 
who teased me and from those I don’t like.” 


Stealing was Mary’s way of “getting even” with those 
who had. hurt her by their teasing and. their ridieule. 


Revenge and jealousy are not uncommon «motives for 
stealing, especially with girls, even up to the ‘college age: 
‘A girl of 16 years was brought io court on‘a charge of 
breaking and entering. Inves‘igation showed that-ow three 
occasions she had gone to the house of her best  frierid Sand 
stolen wearing apparel. skates, and a ring, allof* which -ahe 
¢irefully bid away and made no attempt to usevor'sell, “A 


in spite of her extreme fondness fur her girl friend; there 
were times when she became intensely jealous'of ‘her, ‘espec- 
ially when the other girl appeared in new clothes such ‘as 
her own parents could not afford to buy. Te-was ‘after such 
periods of jealousy that she committed the thefts; 


One must here assume that jealousy was a strong person- 
ality trait in the mental make-up of the girl, and’ it is ex- 
tremely doubtful whether any treatment would completely 
eradicate it at her age. It is important, however, to give 
such an individual a betier insight into her* personality 
make: upso that she battle with her handicaps openly.

Sometimes stealing is resorted to by children purély as a 
means of excitement or adventure, and it may latér‘become 


a habit as a resu't of poor training in the home.

13.—Curing the Child Who Steals 


|

Only by stujying the motives of the child who steals can 
we understand and intelligently treat the individual. Many 
\children, for instance, steal as a means toagivenend. Find 
out the end and treatment will suggest itself. A boy of 9! 
years, from an excellent family of culture and education, 
‘suddenly began to steal money from other members of the 
family, using it to purchase candy and other delicacies 
which he distributed among his boy companions. In this 
particular case, the boy’s intellectual, social, and athletic) 
‘activities were very much overshadowed by those of a su- 
perior and rather arrogant brother, who was constantly 
humiliating him In athletics especially the boy was not 
80 efficient as most boys of his age, and for this reason he 
was cut off, more or less, from his companions. He did find, 
however, that his popularity could be established, in a mea- 
sure at least, by supplying the boys with gum and candy 
and treating them generously. In order to do this he re- 
sorted to thefts. 

A temporary separation of the boy from his. older brother 
by a summer at camp, explaining the underlying motives 
for his difficulty and laying special stress on the development | 
of his physical life, proved to be a sazisfactory solution of 
the problem. 

Another case of his kind was that of a rather under- 
nourished, poorly developed, anemic-looking lad 7 years of! 
age, with a rather superior ints llectual equipment, who about 
a year ago committed his first, and what fortunately proved 
to be his only, theft. 

It so happened that his mother, a hard-working, consci- 
entious woman whose husband had died a few years previ-| 
ously, was making a heroic struggle to keep together a family 
consisting of the patient and his two sisters, one older and, 
one younger-than he. It seemed a bit more than the 
mother’s limited finances would permit to allow Frederick 
to have 20 certs a week with which to buy milk at school. 
The buy not only needed and wanted the milk, but he was 
deeply humiliated when, at the recess period, all the other | 
boys except him and two others left the classroom to get/ 
their milk. i 

This was the situation which tempted him to plan to steal ' 
$5 from his mothes’s pocketbook. He had the bill changed} 
and gave the two other boys who were in the same situation |

While 
the river was raising, we pre- 
jpared the provisions, and 
placed therm ina little bunk 
house we had buiit on the 
raft. Everyone was ready, 
when Jim Jones, our captian, 
holioed “All abuard for Mem- 
phis.” We all rushed to our 
assigned posts at the moment 
the raft’ was untied, and at 
lonee we were plowing the 
lrough, muddy waves of the 
| river. 

At times we had to work 
dreadfully hard in order to 
}turn the sharp curves in the

Bell's Voice Restored | 
by Electric Welding | 
Hlectric welding bas-restored the} 
voice to a bell silent for 40 years. 
‘The bell hangs in the First U 
tarian church of Taunton, Mass. 
‘The church, which was founded in 
1637, acquired the bell frou George ; 
Holbrook, an apprentice of Paul / 
Revere, who cast it in 1804 It 
cracked in 1836, and has been silent 
since. | 
‘The bell weighs 922 pounds, is 34 
inches in diemeter at the mouth, 18 
inches at the top and 26 inches 
high. The crack was 17 inches long. ! 
lt was necessary to run electric 
lines 56 feet up from-the gréund to 
the belfry to supply power for the 
welding apparatus. After pre-heat- 
ing, welding was begun with a car- 
bon ure and completed with a me- 
tallic arc. To preserve the tone of 
the bell, phosphor bronze welding 
rods composed of about 95 per cent 
copper and 5 per ent tin were used. 
Analysis showed the bell to be 83) 
per cent copper and 17 per cent tin,

Plants in House Must 
Have’ Space to Grow 
Plants that are growing healthily 
in pote, whether outdoors during the 
warm weather or in the house in 
the winter, frequently become what 
the florist calls “potbound.” Plainly 
expressed, this simply means that 
the roots have developed to such an 
extent that they are cramped by the 
confines of their container. “Should 
such a condition be allowed to con- 
tinue, the plant is sure to suffer, for 
its continued success and further de- 
velopment depend upon normal ‘con- 
ditions for every part of its physical 
organism. 
It is eagy to determine the exist- 


ence of this trouble, and just as |’ 


simple to remedy it. By turning 
pot and plant upside down and 
lightly rapping the rim of the pot 
against the edge of a table,or post, 
the whole contents can be jarred 
out“without breaking it to any ex- 
tent. If the ontside of the soil ball 
is covered with a network of ‘fine 
roots, repotting in a larger contain- 
er is advisable. In this event mere- 
ly rest the plant in the center of the 
new pot at the depth at which it was 
formerly growing, filling in beneath 
and around the old ball of roots 
with fresh soil—Kansag City Star. |

Q How is the Constitution being 
amended? 

A. 4 commission of seven outstand- 
ing Virginians, after public hearings 
and most diligent thought and study’ 
recommended a revision of the Const!- 
tution. The suggested amendments 
were then acted upon by two General 
Assomblits, the representatives of the 
People, and submitted to the voters 
of Virginia for thelr final approval on 
June 19, 1928. 

Q. How will the amendments appear | 
om the ballot? = 

A. In five seperate proposals, each 
requiring one vote, numbered pro 
posals Nos. 1, 3, 3, € and 6. 


PROPOBAL NO. 1 i 

Q. What is proposal No. 17 1 

A. It comprises-forty-three material | 
amendments. These amendments were 
passed almost unanimously by two 
different General “Assemblies. Prac 
tically no opposition has been ex- 
Pressed to any of these amendments. 

@ What are some of the amend- 
ments in proposal No. 1? 

A, 16-18 provided, for example, that 
no bond issues, either State, district, | 
or county, can be plsced upon the peo | 
ple except after thetr approval by di- 
rect popular vote. As it is now, the 
General Assembly can isaue state road 
bonds without Hmit, and local bonds 
without the consent of the voters. 

‘The question of issuing bonds, with 
ite effect upon taxes, should always be 
decided by the people by direct vote. 

Another proyides for 
the re-organization of the State Board 
of Education and that all local school 
superintendents must be elected by the 
local school boards, instead of by the 
‘State Board of Education at Richmond 
ag at présent This gives the people 
greater control over their school af- 
fairs. 

As it ts now, the State Board of 
Education can change school books at 
will, and can make rules and regula- 
tions having the force of law, with- 
out a vots by the people or their rep- 
Fesentatives. The amendments do 
away with this sweeping power, and 
give control te the Geners! Assembly, 
the direct representatives of the peo- 
ple. 

Many other amendments of great 
importance are conteined in proposal 
Ne. 1. Unnecessary officers are abol- 
ished, the judicial machinery and pro. 
eodure are reformed andé improved, 
the executive branch of the govera- 
ment 1s simplified, and the people 
through their representatives in the 
Geperai Assembly are given greater 
coditrol over the affairs of government. 


PROPOSAL NO. z 

@ What is proposal No. 2? 

A. This is a single amendment pro- 
bibiting the State from taxing land 
and tangible personal property. It ts: 
known as the segregation tax amend-. 
ment. : 

Q Why is this amendment pre 
posed? 

A. In 1926 Virginia adopted a new 
tax system, by which the counties ahd’) 
ities were given the exclusive right 
to tax land and tangible personal 
property. The State tax of Me per 
$100 was repealed, enabling a direct 
saving to the taxpayers of $1,701,000.’ 
‘The amendment proposed guarantees 
that no law can be passed putting 
back this State tax.

The people of Virginia expressed their 
strong disapproval of a central tax 
board, to equalize land and personal 
property assessments in the guberns- 
torial election of 1925, when Govert- 
nor Byrd stood against it. The people 
of Virginia do not want a State board 
at Richmond to send its agents fate 
the localities and assess their lands, 
thelr household goods, live stock, ma- 
sehinery and other persoval property. 
This is essentially = local nmatter. 
‘The segregation tax amendment will 
provide a guarantee for a fair trial 
of the new tax system, and will in- 
sure the continuance of thet State 
unity that so happfly now prevatis. 


PROPOSALS NOS. 3, 4 AND 5 

Q. What are proposals Nos. 3. ¢ 
and 6? 

A. These are three seperate amend- 
ments known as the “short ballot 
amendments” although this term is 
misleading. 

Q. To what officials do they apply? 

A. Only to three State administra- 
tive officers. 

Q What are they? 

A. The Commissioner of Agricul 
ture, Superintendent of Publie Instrue- 
tlon, and State Treasurer. 

Q. Do thesa amendments apply to | 
local officers? 

A. Absolutely not. They apply only 
to the three State administrative offl- 
cers named above and not to a single 
county or city oficial, or to any other 
State or Federat Oficial. 

Q Under the amendments, how will 
these three officials be selected? 

A. Beginning in 1932 the General 
Assembly, the chosen representatives 
of the people, can decide as to the 
method of selection and can provide 
for election or appointment. In the 
meantime the next Governor recom- 
mends the names for these appoint- 
ments, and they must then be con- 
firmed by both the House of Dele 
gates and the State Senate, acting 
separately. The Governor merely has 
the right to nominate; the General 
Assembly must confirm. 

Q. What fs the purpose of these 
amendments? ! 
A. The purpose {s to bring about 
& more efficient and responsible State 
Government. It enables the people, 
through the Governor and the General 
Assembly to exact efficiency and econ- 
omy. The reorganization of the State 
government has already saved the peo- 
ple of Virginia many thousands of 
dollars and brought about improved 
administration. These amendments 
are simply for the purpose of com- 
pleting the reorgantzation of the gov- 

ernment. 

The effort has been made to cre 
ete the impression that the pending 
amendments take power from the peo- 
ple. To the contrary the amendments 
@s a whole, give much more power 
to the people to protect their funda- 
mental rights. 

The adoption of the amendments ta 
Vital to the progress of Virginia. The 
Constitution has not been revised 
since 1902, Since that time Virginia 
has developed enormously and condi- 
tions have greatly changed. It ts to 
meet changing conditions and to place 
Virginia abreast of the times that the 
Deople of Virginia, through their rep- 
sresentatives, have demanded a revised 
“Constitution. The amendments pur- 
pose no drastic changes. They gre 
idesignated simply to repair the ship 
of State to make it more seaworthy.

Cable Construction 
The Western Union says that an At- 
lantic cable consizts of a central cop- 
per wire which carries the electric cur- 
‘rent. Around this are wound flexible 
* copper tapes, which in case of a break 
in the wire would carry the curreot 
around the gap. This is wrapped with 
# permalloy tape whose magnetic qual 
ities. give the cable its great speed. 
This metallic part of the cable ts first 
Mnclosed in a thick covering of gutta. 
percha, which holds the currents to 
their path, Around this Is a wrapping 
of jute, which cushions the pressure 
of veveral miles of sea water. Eight- 
een steel armor wires surround the 
cushion and protect the cable from 
injury. The whole is incased in an 
euter coating or wrapping of tarred 
bemp cords.

we could hope to have gotten by a 
‘convention, and at much less coat 

to the taxpayer. 
| _ Fer the conventence of voters these 

amendments are submitted in five 
‘sections. No. 1 imeludes s large num- 
ber, none of which at any time have 
“received serious opposition. All of 
these are important and necessary to 
| make the constitution conform to the 
new plan of government. 

No. 2 commonly called the Segrega+ 

tion amendment. 1s now meeting with 
some opposition, This {s doubtless 
the most important and far-reaching 
of all the amendments. The tax ques 
tion ja Virgéaia has possibly given 
more trouble than in any other state. 
This is due largely to the wide variety 
of natural resources and climatic con. 
ditions which have made it practically 
Impossible to get 2 fair valuation of 
property. and do juatice to the tax 
payer in every section of tbe state. 
‘This has given rise to sectionallem 
which bas greatly hindered our prog- 
ress aga state. Segregation of taxes 
has been a bappy solution of this 
much discussed and aggravating quee- 
tion, This ome act hus done more 
to destroy sectionalism and bring ail 
parte of the state together than pos 
ibly all things else, I: 1% therefore 
xenerally accepted in ail parts of the 
state as a righteous, settlement of 
the tax question, 

Then if this be trae‘that*settiement 
should be made just ss permanent a 
it is possible to make it. Therefore 
let us write ft in our constitution. 
But there are some who say Segrega: 
tion’ is all right but leave ft in the 
hands of the Legislature, then if the 
necessity arises at any time a tax 
can be reimposed upon land aod 
tangible personal property for State 
purposes. That is just the trouble. 
‘The fear the farmer and taxpayer bad 


not wait until the necessity arises, 
but will under some powerfal lobby 
at any time retmpose this tax: just 
as was done fm 1918. My view Is 
while the nail bas been properly 
driven and at the right place, let us 
clinch it on the other side and make 
the job secure. That Is certainly the 
only safe thing to do. 

Nos 3. 4 and & sections bave to do 
with what ts called the “Short Bal- 
lot.” This changes the selection of 
the State Commissioner of Agricul 
ture, the State Superintendent of 
Public Education and ‘the State Treas- 
urer from a yote of the people to ove 
appointment by the next Governor to 
be approved by both branches of the 
General Assembly for one term only. 
After January 1, 1932, the mode of 
selecting these officers will be tn the 
hands of the Legislature. Under the 
new plan of state government there 
will be twelve general departments. 
‘The heads of these départments serve 
as the Governor's catinet and should 
work in harmony aad co-operation 
with bis program. But if be bas tu 
volve in their selection what assur 
ance bas he that they will do this? 
Jn our national government the people 
elect the president and he appoints 
all the members of his cabinet and 
we think this ig as it should be. Then 
why sot give the governor the same 
power, then hold him responsible for 
results. 

In brief all these amendments bare 
been freely diseussed by the press of 
the state. Goversor Bysd has en- 
dorsed every ou@ of them and be- 
Neves they meng the fature welfare 
and progress of Wirgigia, and is now 
recommending their adoption, Sure!y

In a news item just released 
at Richmond by chief engin- 
eer C. F. Mullen, of Virginia 
Highway.

Was “Father of Navy” 


“The questions, ‘Wtio was the fa- 
ther of the American navy? What 
was the first American warship and 
what wae the first sea fight In the 
history of the natlon? are conttausl- 
ly being raised.” writes Prof, Walter 
B. Norris of the United States Naval 
neademy in Current History. “When 
the facts are clear it is useless and 
impossible to answer them absolutely. 
If Washington became the ‘father of 
bis country’ simply because he was 
its first President, then Jobn Barry 
deserves the title for the navy, for 
he was its first commander appointed 
directly by the congress. But tf 
Washington wax ‘father of his coun- 
try’ because he was chiefly responal- 
ble for its foundation, then John Paul 
Jones deserves the honor in the navy, 
for, although there was no real head 
of the ouvy during the Revolution, 
Jones suggested many of the lines on 
which it later developed and gave it 
traditions which have shaped its spirit 
ever since. . . .

Bananas and Wheat

or utter or deliver any check, | 
draft, or order for the pay- 
ment of money, upon any 
bank, banking institution, 
trust company or other de- 
| pository, knowing at the time 
of such making, drawing, 
juttering, or delivering, that 
the maker or drawer has not 
sufficient funds in or on credit 
with such bank, banking in- 
stitution, trust company or 
other depository, for the pay- 
of such check, although no 
representation is made in 
reference thereof, shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor.” 

“Any person convicted 
under the above provisions,” 


the amount of such check, 
draft, or order is under fifty 


a fine of not more than one 
hundred dollars, or to under- 
go imprisonment not exceed- 
ing thirty days, or both. If 
the amount of such check, 
draft, or order is fifty dollars 
or more, he shall be sentenced

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DEATH TO THE FLY 


If there is no breeding place 
for flies there will be no flies. 
The almost total disappear- 
ance of stables from ci 
has removed a prolifie source 
of fly propagation. 
all the spots which ¢ 
fly in preserving 
were in the vicinity of stables. 
Where there is filth there will 
be flies and where flies go 
there will some of the filth 
accompany them. 

Time was when flies were 
endured as an inevitable an- 
noyance without an apprecia- 
tion of the menace to health 
their presence is. They 
swarmed because no effort 
was made to eradicate them. 
That era is past but there 
are those who tolerate con- 
ditions which in effect are not 
inimical to the interests of 
the fly. Not every house 
occupant can prevent flies 
from seeking entrance but 
everyone can keep them on 
the outside. It is within the 
province of all to refuse to 
purchase food products which 
are accessible to flies. 

Were everyone to eliminate 
breeding places on his own 
premises and to screen and 
swat, the fly soon would be- 
come as completely extinct 
as the monsters of which we 
know only through their fossil 
remains. The fly is small 
but he makes up in industry 
and persistence what he lacks 
in size. We become alarmed 
when an epidemic threatens, 
yet too many of us tolerate 
the fly when we know his| 
capacity as a disease carrier. 
Because he is no novelty we 
minimize the peri] which he|

Electric welding has restored the 
voice to a bell silent for 40 years.

Pig Crop Smaller in 
Virginia and U. S. 


aoe 
Richmond — The 1928 
spring pig crop in Virginia is 
about 5 per cent smaller than 
last year, according to results 
of the survey made by the 
United States Department of 
Agriculture with theassistance 
of the rural mail carriers. 
Low prices prevailing during 
1927 are the principal cause 
for the reduction in the pig 
crop. The average number 
of pigs saved per litter is “re- 


with 6.3 last year and 6.6 last. 
fall. Reports also indicate 
that there will be a smaller 
number of sows farrowing 
this fall than in the fall of 
1927, which means fewer pigs 
for sale the following spring 
~ summer. : 

A decrease of about 7 per 
cent in the spring crop of 
1928 from that of 1927 for 
the United States as a whole 
and also for the Corn Belt 
States is shown by the June 
pig survey of the department 
of agriculture. This decrease 
is equivalent to about 4,000,- 
000 head of pigs for the United 
States of which over 3,000,- 
000 represents the decrease 
for the corn belt states. A 
decrease in the fall pig crop 
of this year from that of last 
lyear is also indicated. : 

Assuming the average 
spread of past years between 
June breeding intentions and 
December farrowings, the 
decrease in fall farrowings 
this year would be 15 per

OUR SALENDAR 


Weare inclined to regard 
the calendar as being like the 
laws of the Medes and Persi- 
ans—“It altereth not.” 

Neither Julius Caesar nor 
his successor, Augustus, were 
worried by any such con- 
servative restraining com- 
plex. To honor himself, 
Julius renamed the month of 
July and stole one day from 
the month of February and 
added it to July so that the 
month would be long enough 
to really honor him. Later, 
Augustus, not to be outdone, 
renamed the month of August 
and stole another day from 
February and added it to his 
month so that that of Julius 
would not be the longer. 
Since then other changes have 
been made in the calendar, 
the great, important and con- 
structive one being the re- 
form institated by Pope 
Gregory in 1582. 

In recent years there has 
been a consistent and growing 
demand for further improve- 
ment and _ simplification. 

Since the World War more 
than three hundred million 
people have adopted the 
Gregorian calendar, including 
the Turkish nation. These 
acts have all been taken in 
order to harmonize the time 
réckoning of the world. 
What to many appears the 
most reasonable plan of fur- 
ther rationalization is known 
as. the International Fixed 
Calendar. This would divide 
the year into 13 months, each 

. consisting of four weeks of 
seven days each. The addi- 
tional month, not existing in 
the present calendar, would 
be inserted between the pres- 
ent months of Juneand July 
and would be named ‘‘Sol.” 
Thus 364 days would be ac- 
counted for, leaving one day 
‘in each year to provide the 
total of 365. This day, to be 
known as “‘year-day,” would 
be the last day of the year 
‘4nd would be dated Decem- 

“per -29.- In-every leap year a 

- ‘“leap-day” would be inserted 

‘and dated June 29. 

"This plan has been worked 
out by M, B. Cotsworth who 
“helped Sir Sandford Fleming

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Does Lease End 
When House Burns 


Winchester—A nice point 
of law was raised today when 
the suit in detinue of Mrs. 
Lena Liggitt against W. 0. 
MclIntyre was heard before 
Justice Tavenner in the coun- 
ty magistrate’s court. 

The chronology of the case 
is as follows: 

Mrs. Liggitt operated a 
general store in Gore some 
time ago but later sold out 
to Mr. McIntyre, at the same 
time leasing him her building 
for his store. The lease was 


for two years from last Octo-|. 


ber. 
On February 28, last, Mr.| 
McIntyre paid the rent in 
in advance for the month of 
March but on the night of 
March 14 the building took! 
fire and was burned to the 
ground, together with the 
stock of goods. Included in 
the lease were a pair of scales 
and several show cases, be- 
longing to Mrs. Liggitt. The 
show cases were destroyed 
but the scales were saved. 
The question before the 
magistrate was whether the 
lease continues in force, or 
did..it terminate when the 
building burned down. Mr. 
McIntyre had paid the rent 
for the full month of March, 
but only enjoyed occupancy 
for 14 days of the month 
when the building was de- 
stroyed. He testified that 
Mr. Liggitt promised to rebate 








him for the one-half of March 
but the latter said the promise} 
was made only conditionally. | 
Mrs. Liggitt set up that, 
the building was destroyed| 
through no act of hers, but | 
Mr. Mcintyre was equally | 
emphatic that he was in no. 
way to blame for the fire.| 
Justice Tavenner held that/ 
‘the fire was an act of God} 
but reserved decision as to 
-whether humans could be 
held liable for an act of God 
and, ifso, which one of the 
litigants should stand the 
loss—whether Mrs. Liggitt 
should lose her rentals from 
the lease or whether Mr.

Richmond — One student 
from each of three districts, 


Southern, Southwestern, and 
far Western states, will be 
afforded an -opportunity to 
attend Yale University 
through the establishment of 
three new University Regional 
Scholarships. These scholar- 
ships are to be awarded on 
the basis of recommendations 
from Alumni and school au- 
thorities of the respective 
districts to the Committee on 
Award of Undergraduate 
Scholarships at New Haven, 


with the present incoming 
class. 

The basis of selection is 
similar to that of the well 
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known Rhodes Scholarships 
‘which is as follows: 

| 1. Manhood, Force of 
;Character, and Moral Lead- 
| ip. : 

2. Literary and scholastic 
ability. ‘ 

8. Physical soundness and 
vigor as demonstrated by 
interests in sport and in other 
ways. 

Students from the South, 
Southwest, and far Western 
states are to be given prefer- 
ence in award of these schol- 
arships. The Committee on 
Award of Undergraduate 





candidates therefrom do not 
measure up to the terms of 
award. ‘Ihe continuance of 
this scholarship aid through- 
out the entire undergraduate 
course is to be dependent up- 
on the student’s making a 
satisfactory record at Yale. 
Financial need is to be a con- 
sideration in the award of 
these scholarships, but the 
most important factor is to 
be the individual’s ability and 
promise of future usefulness 
in society. 

Virginia students are eligi- 
ble for the scholarship to be 
awarded in the South Atlantic 
Division. 

According to this plan 
properly qualified students 
from these states will receive 
$750 in the Freshman year 
and $500 in the remaining

Hog Down Corn 
and Soy Beans 


Rhea EGilbert of Station 
Creek has eight acres of corn 
and soy beans maturing for 
his hogs, The soy beans 
were planted in the corn at 
time of corn planting and the 
beans now are some four feet 
high being the mamoth yellow 
variety. At the time of corn 
maturing he means to turn 
his seventy head of hogs on 
this field, the bean vines”or 
leaves making forage to bal- 
ance the corn, thus making 
the cheapest pound of meat. 
It has been worked out that 
hogs on alfalfa or soy beans 
or red clover supplemented 
with corn makes the cheapest: 
meat known. One item in 
the saving, Mr. Gilbert fig- 
ures, is that the corn will not 
have to be gathered, thus 
saving the labor on same, 
According to the Lee County 
Farm Program this method is 
to be greatly encoyraged.

Lambs from this flock| 
of sheep have been bringing 
the top prices for three years, | 
thelambs being docked and 
castrated, the ewes re eiving! 
the bluestone treatment tor! 
stomach worms, and lambs} 
fed suitable grain, in addition) 
to nursing the mother. This| 
method of improving lambs, | 
supervised, by the county 
agent and farm program, is) 
proving profitable to a very 
large per cent of farmers.| 
Mr. Coldiron has two or three 
large bluegrass and grain 
farths. He is in the cattle;| 
sheep, and hog business for 
his livestock, believing that, 
three legs is safer to stand on 
than one leg—cattle alone. 
His .bluegrass pastures are 
getting attention of the right 
kind.

This building plan service 
is constantly being improved 
by the preparation of new) 
designs which incorporate the 
latest ideas in farm building 
construction. Thousands of 
requests for plans are received 
by the department from the 
farmers of the state each 
year. Field assistance is 
sometimes given on building 
censtruction, especially in 
cases of community building 
projects and on_ buildings 
calling for concrete construc- 
tion. 

That the farmers of the 
state are actually. building 
from these plans is indicated 
from the reports of the county 
agents. During the period 
1920 to 1927, these agents 
reported that buildings were 
constructed on 5,399 farms 
from plans furnished by the 
agricultural engineerlng de- 
partment, V. P. I. The 
structures erected on these 
farms, according to plans 
furnished, consisted of 2,265 
dwellings, 579 barns, 487 hog 
houses, 4,688 poultry houses, 
$27 silos and 628 miscellane- 
ous buildings.

Smith in Acceptance Speech 
Is Outspoken for Change 
in Prohibition Laws. 


By EDWARD W. PICKARD 


WIE the courage of his conylo- 
tons Gov, Al Smith in his speech 
of acceptance frankly declared his op: 
position to the Eighteenth amendment 
4nd the Volstead act as they now ex- 
{st This was the dom{nunt uote of 
his address, which was delivered tn 
the assembly chamber at Albany be- 
cause of « persistent rain that pre 
Yented the outdoor exercises. Neces- 
eerily Smith, like Hoover, declared 
that if elected he would hanestly and 
vigorously enforce the dry laws, He 
also repeated lis bellef that the sa- 
loon would not and should not return, 
But the vital part of this section of 
the speech was a demand for the inod 
ifleation of the Eighteenth amend. 
ment to permit the sale of alcoholic 
beverages by state agencies if ap- 
proved by popular referendum; aud 
for amendment of the Volstend act to 
allow each state to determine its own 
standard of alcoholic content, the 
maxtmun not to exceed that pro- 
vided by the amended Eighteenth 
amendment. Severely scoring the evil 
conditions which he sald had reaulted 
from the present dry laws and we 
failure to enforce them, the candidate 
Geclared: “I raise what I profoundly 
believe to be a great moral Issue in- 
Yolving the righteousness of our na- 
tional conduct and the protection of 
eur children's morals.”

In the mail that came the 
other day, there were appeals 
to the Children’s Home So- 
ciety of Virginia to take 
twelve new children of whom 


ing mothering method at 
about .one-fifth the tost of 
institutionalizing them. A 
child hasa God given right 
to a mother’s love as well as 
the home. This can not be 
purchased. The Children’s 
Home Society of Virginia in- 
forms us that they are in 
possession of 100.or more 
children of different ages and 
both sexes, who stand in need 
of the home life, which they 
have been deprived of through 
no fault of their own. The 
Society is the intermediary 
to save the children from 
ignorance and poverty; from 
hunger and want, and from 





they had known nothing. In 
one case the father had died 
from a pistol wound. An- 
other, the children were 
fatherless, and mother could 
not care for them. Another,’ 
the children had already been 
committed by the Court and 
asked them to make prepara- 
tions to receive the children; 
atonce. We understand the 
Society is working on these 
cases as rapidly as possible. 
They “Home the Homeless 
and Mother the Motherless 
children.” 

We also understand that 
besides the door of the Chil- 
dren's Home Society of Vir- 
ginia, which they are still 
trying to keep open, are the 
doors of the almshouses, jails, 
insane asylums, and possibly 
the penitentiary, which will 
receive these little ones a 
little later unless they are 
rescued now. How about 
one or two in your home! 

We well know that these 
ingtitutions above referred to 
are supported by our taxes. 
When a youth is committed 
to a penal institution it is 
then too late to give him a 
home with the essentials which 
belong to the home life such 
as a mother’s care, love, or a 
father’s protection and provi- 
dential ability. : 

Economically consideréd we 
are told that the Society 
can save a child by the hom-

Wynn Daugherty, of 
Skaggs Hill, is one of the 
pioneers in the cream move- 
ment.

Electoral Boards 


Kichmond— Appointments 
of new school trustee-electoral 
boards for the various ‘coun- 
ties will not have to be made, 
under the new Virginia school 
code, tntil within 80 days 
after July 1, 1980, while ap-

Buys 250 Sheep 


The Elk Knob Farms, Lee 
County, are purchasing 250 
wes in addition to their 225) 
present flock, making a total 
of 475 ewes, Last week 100 
were added and the man- 
gement has arrangements 
under way for the addition of 
50 more. This operation is 
ot‘in the experimental stage. 
For two years these farms 
ave turned out 250 lambs 
each year with wool crop that 
as been most profitable on 
he investment. The ewes 
re subjected to four treat- 
ments of Bluestone for stom- 
ch worms, previous to breed- 
ng and soon after and pre- 
ared for winter keep. The 
our treatments are adminis- 
ered in four weeks, This is 
epeated as soon as lambs are 
ropped in spring. The 800 
cres bluegrass boundray pro- 
ide ample winter and early 
pring pasture since it is not 
lowed to be grazed off too 
paringly in the fall. Ewes 
receive some grain through 
lambing time and are held in 
confined boundary for con- 
tant attention By this pro- 
ess-the ewes are not barred 
xcept in the sleety weather. 
Lambs are docked and 
castrated and fed some grain 
ntheside. Out of 250 lambs 
his year only 5 failed to 
reach weight for shipment. 
The old idea that sheep had 
= jto be shifted from field to 
eld and chased off the farm 
ntirely every fourth year to 
eép them healthy has been 
isplaced by the present 
méthod of sheep husbandry 
under the direction of the 
ounty agent. Ewesare kept 
in the highest stage of effi- 
jency under this method. 
o one should run a sheep 
farm for amusement or recre- 
ation. Sheep must and may 
=lbe kept in large numbers, 
ao.. under the new 
=/management, as illustrated 
by Elk Knob Farms.

New School Code 


The new school code, of 
Virginia enacted by the 1928

French Navy Agreement 
—Smith Invades South.

TALY, ilke the United States, has 
rejected the Anglo-French agreement

Richmond—Health depart- 
ment records have since 1924 
shown each year more cases 
of tularemia than for the year 
before. There is no doubt 
that many cases of this dis- 
ease were not properly diag- 

~ nosed; and in some instances 
the trouble was so slight that 
little or no attention was paid 
to it. _ Nevertheless, there 
have been in Virginia seven 
deaths from tularemia record- 
ed; and the total of fatalities 
is probably greater than that. 

“There is no reason why 
people should stop hunting 
rabbits merely because the 
germ of this disease finds a 
home in the rabbit. Eating 
the cooked flesh of the rabbit, 
the well cooked flesh, does not i: 
subject anybody to danger. 
Underdone meat may contain 
germs but well done meat is 
safe,” 

The above mentioned ad- 
vice is given by Dr. Ennion

“the great source of danger is 
in handling the dead rabbits, 
dressing them for cooking.

CURRENT EVENTS 


Implications and Incidents 
of the Great Victory of 
Hoover Over Smith. 


By EDWARD W, PICKARD 
VERWHELMING victory for the 
Republican party in the national 
election is old stuff by this time, but 
some of the surprising, not to soy | 
startling, features of that victory will 
remain fruitful topics, for conversa- 
_ tion for a long while. To say that 
Hoover captured forty states with 
444 electoral yotes, while Smith car- 
ried only eight states with 87 elec 
toral yotes, tells only the record- | 
breaking triumph of Hoover. On the 
other hand Smith recelyed a total 
popular vote in excess of that given 
any successful candidate for the Pres- 
{dency in former elections, This is 
necounted for by the tremendous total 
vote brought out by the unprecedent- , 
ed interest in the election and by the 
fact that Smith materially reduced 
“the formal Republican majorities in © 
many states though he could not win 
those states, D&plte this, the Demo- 
crats as a party had Uttle of which 
to boust, for Hoover smashed the 
solid South by winning Texas, Vir- 
ginia, North Carolina and Florida, 
while Smith carried only two North- 
ern states—Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island, in both of which there is a 
huge foreign-born and Catholle popu- 
lation. The case of Virginia is in- 
teresting. The Democrats of that state 
never forgave Tammany for koifing 
the Davis-Roosevelt ticket In 1924, and 
this year they quietly went out to get 
revenge. 

Smith was supposed by the wise- 
acres to be the popular candidate of | 
the “urban” Americans, yet Hoover 
carried eight of the country’s four- 
teen largest cities, including Chicago. 
The farmers of the Middle West were | 
alleged by various prophets to be in 
revolt against the Republican party 
and led to Smith by the bolting of 
Senator Norris and others. But Hoo- 
yer carried every state in that region 
without difficulty. 

‘The prohibition and religion issties, 
the former declared bunk by Charlies 
Evans Hughes and the latter ostensi- 
bly disowned by both parties, cut both 
ways, as was long 8g0 predicted, but 
each candidate profit one or oth- 
er of these issues rtain states.

Ship and Crew Blamed for 
the Loss of Life in the 
Vestris Disaster. 


By EDWARD W. PICKARD 


Ov hundred and eleven persons, 
of whom forty-three were women 
and children, perished when the Lam- 
pert & Holt liner Vestris sank about 
260 miles off the Virginia capes. The 
rescued were 215 in number and were 
picked up by vessels summoned by the 
8 O 8 call of the radio operator on 
the Vestris. Who, if anybody, was to 
blame for the terrible loss of life was 


to be determined by official investiga- , 


tion. Many of the survivors were cer- 
tain that the captain, Wiliam Carey, 
was responsible for it He went down 
with. his vessel and cannot defend 
himself, The stories told by the res- 
cued. passengers. agree that the ship 
was in evident peril Sunday night and 
that Captain Carey delayed the ey 
of calls for help until ten o’cloc! 
Monday morning, presumably hoping 
to save salvage fees, which are heavy. 
Though the Vestris was inspected at 
New York on November 7 it is assert- 
ed shoe sailed with some of her life 
boats and lowering Gavits in poor con- 
dition and that none of the boats were 
sufficiently équipped with oars, pro- 
visions, etc. Before she got far from 
port a heavy Ust developed, and thé 
cargo shifted when heavy seas broke 
throngh one of the coaling ports. 
When the captain finally did send 
out the S. O 8 call ft was answered 
immediately by several ‘vessels, in- 
eluding the American Shipper, the 
French tanker Myriam and the North 
German Lioyd liner Berlin. The bat- 
tleahip Wyoming and five coast guard 
vessels also were rushed to the scene. 
But hours before the first of these 
arrived the Vestris had rolled over 
and gone to the bottom: Almost at 
the last minute the passengers and 
crew took to the boats, but some of 
these boats were smashed, and others 
upset. The old rule of the sea, wom- 
em-and children ficst, was. observed, 
but only ten of the thirty-three women 
survived and all~of the twenty chil- 
dren perished. Twenty-one bodies of 
the dead were recovered.

Siarnes, teacher of Vocational 
Agriculture in the Lee Coun- 
ty Industrial School here, has 
prepared and _ coutributed 
the following article, which 
teaches a very timely lesson. 

“The first thing that a 
young man should learn to 
do, says Andrew Carnegie 
“is to save his money. By 
saving his money he promotes 
thrift, the most valued of all 
habits. Thrift is the great 
fortune maker. It draws the 
line between the savage and 
the civilized man. Thrift 
not only develops the fortune, 
{but it deveiops also the man’s 
character.” 

“The loose change which 
many young men throw away 
carelessly, or worse, would 
often form the basis of a 
fortune and independence. 
The earnings of the people 
of the United States, rich and 
poor, old and young, male 
and female, amount to an 
average of less than fifty 
eentsa day. But it is by 
economizing such savings 
that one must get his start in 
business, The man without 
a penny is practically help- 
less, from a business point of 
view, except so far as he can 
immediately utilize his powers 
of body and mind. _ Besides, 
when a man or woman is 
driven to the wall, the chance 
of goodness surviving self- 
respect and the loss of public 
esteem is frightfully diminish- 
ed. 

_“It isa lesson that every 
generation teaches anew, that 
it is they who are masters in 
little savings who become pos- 
sessors of great or moderate 
fortunes. ‘“Despise not the 
day of small things.’” 

“Benjamin Franklin said: 
‘If you know how to spend 


the philosopher’s stone.’ A- 
gain he said: ‘Let honesty 
and. industry. be your con- 
stant companions, and spend 
one penny less than thy clear 
gains; then shall thy pocket 
book begin to thrive, creditors 
will not insult, nor want op- 
press, nor hunger bite, nor 
nakedness freeze thee.’ 

“It is not the aim of thrift, 
or the duty of men to acquire 
millions. It isin no respect 
a virtue to set this before us 
as an end. Duty to save 
ends when just enough money 
has been put aside to provide

“If a man resolves and 
faithfully adheres to his reso- 
Jution never to hoard money, 
but to put each year’s surplus 
to uses beneficial to others, 
then the money making habit 
may still be classed among 
the virtues. The man must 
always be master. He should 
keep money in the position of 
a servant; he must never let 
it master and make a miser’ 
of him. 

“Provided he has some 
ability and good sense to 


me incomprehensible,” said 
Russell Sage in the Saturday 
Evening Post. “It is such 
an easy simple thing, and it 
meansso much. It is the 
foundation of success in busi- 
ness, of contentment in the 
home, of standing in society.

Thirty-five of the local chap- 
ters of the Future Farmers of 
Virginia reached the goal of 
100% of their members with 
savings account. In addition 
to this, twenty-three chapters 
during 1927-28 report more 
than 70 per cent of their 
members with savings ac- 
count. Approximately 1,600 
of the 2,400 have begun or 
increased their savings ac- 
counts since the thrift banks 
have been organized. The 
total amount now in savings 
accounts to the credit of 
members is $78,000. One of 
the objectives for 1928-29 is 
a total investment in farming 
and savings of a quarter of a 
million dollars by July 1, 
1929." *

Richmond—The enrollment! 
in Virginia public schools for 
the year ending June 30, 1928 
was 653,717—an increase of 
4,400 over the previous year 
—according to figures compil- 
ed in the office of the ‘State 
Department of Education. 
Four hundred and eighteen 
thousand, three hundred and 
seventeen children were en- 
rolled in the county. schools; 
135,400 in the city schools. 

Theaverage daily attend- 
ance of pupils in the schools 
throughout the State for the 
year was 437,861 pupils. 
This indicates that while the 
attendance as compared with 
the total enrollment was bet- 
ter than during the preceding, 
year, there were still more

THE lubrication system for 
the engine of the new Ford 
is as simple in principle as 
water running down-hill. - 


A gear pump in the bot- 
tom of the oil pan rajses the 
oil to the valve chamber 
reservoir.

Hoover’s Good Will Message 
Delivered to People of 
Central America. 


By EDWARD W. PICKARD 
ERBERT HOOVER began deliver: 
ing his message of frjendship and 
good will to the Latin Americans 
when, after plowing through a gale 
and rough seas, the battleship Mary- 
land entered the Gulf of Fonseca and 
landed its distinguished passenger frst 
at Ampala, Hondoras. There, at the 
foot of an old volcano, were assembled 
President-Elect Vincente Colindres and 
bis cabinet and several thousands of. 
- his countrymen, and to them Mr. 
Hoover extended the friendly greeting 
of the United States and urged a closer 
relationship among the republics of 
the Western world. Crossing the bay 
after luncheon, he wag met in La 
Union by high officials “of Salvador, 
and again told of the desire of North 
Americans for amicable relations and 
mutual understanding with their Latin 
American nelghbors, 

Corinto, Nicaragua, wns the next 
port of call and tt was reached at 11 
next morning. The little city was gay 
with bunting and flags and thropged 
with people in holiday attire.

A Great Snow Storm 


On the 3rd day of Decem- 
ber 1885, just 43 vears ago 
this section of Virginia was 
visited by such a snow storm 
as had not occurred before or 
since that time.

NEWS REVIEW OF 
CURRENT EVENTS 


Congress Meets and Hears 
the President’s Message— 
Hoover’s Progress. 


By EDWARD W. PICKARD 


CONE. assembled Monday for ; 


the short session end buth houses 
adjourned almost iminediately tn re- 
spect for members who had died. 
Next day they got down to business 
and received the President's message. 
In this, which was by way of being 
his valedictory, Mr. Coolidge reviewed 
the progress of the nation during the 
five and one-half years that he bas 
been Chief Executive, and painted an 
entrancing plcture of the present 
prosperous condition of the American 
people. But he put forth a warning 
that while we are enjoying unprece- 
Gented peace and prosperity, “It {8 
too easy under thelr influence for # 
nation to become selfish and degen- 
erate.” 

Of his recommendations to congress 
these are the more important: 

A system of farm relief consisting 
of a federal farm board and stabiliza- 
tion corporations to handle crop sur- 
pluses, financed in the beginning by 
@ government revolving fund. 

Passage of the bill providing for 


fifteen additional cruisers and one! 


airplane carrier, but without the re- 
quirement for laying them down In 
three years. 

Ratification of the Kellogg multi- 
lateral treaty for the renunciation of 
war ag an instrument of national 
policy. 

A more effective law to promote the 
consolidation of the railroads into a 
few great systems. 

On Wednesday President Coolidge 
sent in his annual budget message, 
and in it he asked that all proposals 
for new expenditures of a substantial 
character be rejected in order that a 
threatened deficit In both the current 
and the next fiscal years may be 
avoided. The budget for the fiscal 
year 1930 calls for expenditures of 
$3,780,719,647, leaving the treasury 
with an estimated surplus of $00,576,- 
182. The President said that while 
this surplus would be small, neverthe- 
Jess it was satisfactory Innsmuch as 
it points to a balanced budget. He 
*gaid there are no imrflediate prospects 
of further reduction In tax rates. 

President Coolldve referred to the 
fact that bonds of the French gov- 
ernment aggregating more than 400 
millions, given in payment of surplus 
American war supplies, will mature 
in the latter part of 1929. In case the 
French government fails to ratify the 
war debt funding agreement which 
‘merges the war supplies debt with its 
other obligations to the United 
Btates, the President suggested that 
the amount due should be applied to 
the retirement of our war debts in- 
stead of being available for current 
expenditures. 

ECRETARY of the Treasury Mel- 

lon in his annual report set 
forth the prosperous conditions in in- 
dustry and finance. Figures of in- 
dustrial production show a decrease 
of 8 per cent for the fiscal year ow- 
ing to @ decline in activity during the 
latter part of the calendar year 1927, 
but a recovery took place fn the early 
part of the calendar year 1928 end 
has continued. 

Im Attorney General Sargent’s year- 
ly report the most interesting portion 
‘was that concerning prohibition en- 
forcement, red by Mrs. Wlle- 
brandt. This admitted frankly that 
the government's efforts to check the 
smuggling of Uquor across the Cana- 
dian border have been of little avail 
ond that the traffic is increasing. 

‘XCEPT for the necessary supply 

bills, congress Is not expected to 
pass much legislation of major im- 
portance at~this session. But meni- 
bers of both houses were quick to 
get thelr pet schemes to the front. 
Ip the senate the Boulder dam bill 
wes unfinished business and Senator

NEWS REVIEW OF 
| CURRENT EVENTS 


Varied Efforts to Prevent 
War Between Bolivia 
and Paraguay. 


By EDWARD W. PICKARD 

‘AR between Bolivia and Para- 

guay seemed probable last week 
until near the close of the period, 
when it was reported that the Bolivian 
government might consent to arbitrate 
the quarrel. Both nations claim the 
Gran Chaco region and the present 
trouble was precipitated by a clash be- 
tween thelr border troops. The Bo- 
livians considered, and still consider, 
that their national honor was grossly 
insulted and they have been eagerly 
clamoring for hostilities, The govern- 
ment resigned so that a new one, com- 
posed of the leaders of all parties, 
could be formed; the general staff 
called to the colors the class of 1929; 
defense commi.tees were formed, and 
men, women and children in the cities 
paraded with flags and shouts for war. 
President Sties told his people that he 
did not wish war and would do all he 
could to avoid {t, but that If Bollvians 
were forced to go to war to defend 





thelr national honor, he would go with 
them, | 
Paraguay, which would not be able | 
Jong to carry on warfare, was taking 
what steps she could to face the situ- 
ation, A non-partisan board of na- | 
tional deferse was formed and Prest. 
dent Guggiari called on all the po- 
litical chiefs for collaboration. 
Meanwhile various agencles were try. 
ing earnestly to avert the threatened 
hostilities. The council of the League of 
Nations, to which Paraguay had ap 
pealed, urged that the quarrel be | 
settled peaceably; and in Washington | 
the international conference of Ameri- 
can’states on conciliation and arbitra- | 
tlon, which began {ts sessions Mon. 
day, immediately took up the matter, | 
plending with the two belligerent re- 
publics to arrange thelr differences | 
“pacifically and in a spirit of justice, | 
concord, and of fraternity.” Argen- | 
tina and Chile both offered their serv- 
ices.in arbitrating the dispute. At first 
the Bolivian delegation in the Pan- 
American conference, headed by Diez 
de Medina, minister to Washington. 
annotnced it had been tnstructed to 
take no part in the sessions until the 
trouble with Paraguay tad been 
settled; but on Wednesday, after Sec- 
fetary of State Kellogg had communi 
cated with the government at La Paz, 
the Bolivians were told to resume thelr | 
seats. This was taken as an indica- 
tion that general warfare between the 
two republics would be averted. Mr. 
Kellogg, as chairman of the confer- | 
ence, named a conciliation committee 
of five, the United States being repre- 
sented by Charles Evans Hughes, and | 
the gathering of data on the conflict 
Degan at once. 
TRAVELING 6,450 mtles from the 
African Jungle to London in nine 
days and twelve hours, the prince of 
Wales reached the bedside of his sick 
father Tuesday night and from the 
moment of their meeting the condition 
of King George seemed to grow better. 
‘The danger of the monarch’s death did 
not pass entirely, however, and the 
British people and all the world con- 
tinued to watch the bulletins with 
anxiety. The king's physicluns, im- 
mediately after the arrival of the 
prince of Wales, pepared to take the 
fore radical measures they believed 
necessary to save the king’s life, and 
on Wednesday they performed two op- 
erations to remove the purulent fluid 
at the base of the right tung. The 
bulletins of the doctors sald the op- 
érations were successful and that the 
condition of the king was satisfac.

There is a.constant increase in the 
number of compass stations majn- 
tained by the Navy department along 
the various coasts. The latest statis- 
tics available slow that 15,874 ship 
capt were, shown their location 
during heavy fogs last year, and It is 
fait to assume that at least 10 per 
cent of them might have been ground- 
ed or wrecked had it not been for the 
assistance given by radio. ~ 

A compass station is a wireless plant 
where special apparatus is used for 
telling the definige location of a vessel. 
4 ship Is lost {n the fog; the wireless 
operator flashes out the signal, “Q. T. 
E." The station receiving the mes- 
Sage adjusts the radio compass to 
meet the direction from which the 
message comes, This ts the “mechan- 


‘teal ear” of the station and the oper- 


ator can tell exactly the direction 
down to a point of the compass. Each 
Station getting the message reports to 
& central station, where calculations 
are made as to the location of the ship. 
‘The distance from shore is told by 
the strength of the signals, Then 
within five minutes of the time the 
vessel sends out the inquiry the reply 
comes back and the ship's master 
knows just where he {s and pllote his 
craft accordingly.

Estimates of the production 
of the four types of tobacco 
troduced in Virginia during 
1928 bave recently been made 
by the United States and 
State Departments of Agri- 
culture. 

‘There was an increase in 
the acreage planted to fiue- 
cured, which is the most. i:m- 
portant kind of tobacco pro- 
duced ia the State, but weath- 
er conditions were unfavor- 
able, so the yield was lower 
than uual. Tlie total pro- 
duction was estimated to be 
80,240,090 pounds, compared 
with 93,100,000 produced in 
1927. This tob:eco is mostly 
grown in the south central! 
counties. 

Fire-eured tobacco ranks 
second in importance, but the 
production of this type has 
been declining in recent \ ears 
owing to the low prices that 
haye prevailed since 1925 
The estimate pro :uction is 
21,824,000 pounds, compared 
with 26,560,000 last year and 
42,829,000 in 1926. There 
was asiight decrease in the 
acreage planted to this type, 
and the yield was also smal 
than usual owing to the un- 
favorable weather conditions, 
Most of this tobacco !s pro- 
duced in the central ec unti 
south of the James River. 

The production of sun-eured 
is es'imated so be 5,536,000 
pounds which is practically 
the same as the 1927 erp, 
and considerably less than 
the 1926 crop of 7,200,000 
pounds. This type of tobacco 
is produced ina few central 





counties north of the James 
River, but in recent years 
there has been some produc- 
ed south of the river, The 
production of this type has 
declined considerably since 
the close of the World War as 
the demand for this tobacco 
has not been as great as 
formerly. 

Burley tobacco is produced 
in about five counties in 
Southwest Virginia, but most
